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Hare  Currency  Shield  Hangs  in  Morris 


by  Harold  Flartey 

Fractional  currency  was  first 
printed  in  1862,  and  it  wasn  t 
long  before  counterfeiters  were 
active  in  duplicating  the  mini¬ 
money.  By  the  time  the  third  is¬ 
sue  was  printed  in  1864,  the  gov¬ 
ernment  was  just  a  step  ahead 
of  the  funny-money  printers.  In 
1866  treasury  officials  initiated  a 
Fractional  Currency  Shield  that 
was  distributed  to  banks  so  tell¬ 
ers  would  be  able  to  compare 
notes  in  circulation  with  a  genu¬ 
ine  specimen. 

The  shields  were  printed  on 
gray  cardbord,  20  by  24  inches, 
with  an  eagle  and  13  stars  dec¬ 
orating  the  top  of  the  shield. 
Girls  at  the  Treasury  Department 
pasted  specimen  notes  to  the 
shield.  The  notes  were  printed  on 
one  side  only,  and  the  edges 
were  trimmed  to  fit  the  space. 
Obverse  and  reverse  of  all  noted 
were  affixed.  Face  value  totaled 
$4.66. 

The  39  notes  on  the  shield 
snow  20  obverses  and  19  reverses. 
Not  all  of  the  notes  are  in  the 
same  position  on  all  of  the 
shields. 

Ed  Hilbert,  GSNA  LM-20,  a 
professional  numismatist  and  pro¬ 
prietor  of  the  Madison  Coin  Box, 
has  a  framed  shield  hanging  on 
the  wall  at  his  place  of  business. 
His  is  unique — it  was  given  to 
the  father  of  Gen.  Douglas  Mac- 
Arthur  by  U.S.  Treasurer  F.  E. 
Spinner  in  November  1874. 

Spinner  was  responsible  for 
the  concept  of  fractional  cur¬ 
rency,  and  a  letter  in  his  hand 
is  secured  to  the  upper  corners 
of  the  framed  shield: 

Treasurer  Of  The  United 
States 

Washington,  Nov.  20,  1874 

My  Dear  Sir; 

Thanks,  I  owe  you  one,  wish 
I  could  see  you. 

By  Adams  Express  today,  a 
shield  containing  all  the  earlier 
issues  of  fractional  currency. 
Please  present  it  to  your  good 
dear  wife  with  my  kind  regards. 

.  ■  Your  good  friend, 

F.  E.  SPINNER 

Gen.  O.  S.  MacArthur,  Troy, 
New  York. 


A  50-cent  note  in  the  upper 
right  corner  of  the  Hilbert  shield 
bears  a  picture  of  Mr.  Spinner. 
The  note  is  quite  rare  in  that  it 
is  one  of  four  signed  by  Spinner 
and  register  John  Allison.  Spin¬ 
ner  and  register  S.  B.  Colby  signed 
all  others. 

When  the  gray  cardboard  ran 
out,  some  shields  were  printed  on 
pink  cardboard,  then  on  green. 
The  green  is  the  rarest;  pink  is 
rare;  and  gray  is  the  most  com¬ 
mon  of  the  uncommon  displays 
of  early  Americana. 

I  have  seen  perfect  specimens 
of  the  green  shield  offered  at 
$7,000,  so  you  may  be  able  to 
buy  the  Hilbert  shield  for  $5,000. 
Don’t  be  disappointed  if  he  won’t 
part  with  it  at  this  figure.

It  is  this  per¬ 
son’s  duty  to  report  all  club  ac¬ 
tivities  in  the  shortest  possible 
time  following  their  happening, 
or  in  ample  time  for  use  before 
the  event  is  to  occur  by  local 
newspapers,  television  and  radio 
stations,  nd  their  favorite  publi¬ 
cation. 

Usually  the  duties  of  a  reporter 
fall  upon  the  shoulders  of  the 
club  secretary;  and  in  the  major¬ 
ity  of  cases,  this  officer  has  had 
no  previous  experience  in  the  re¬ 
porting  field.  With  this  in  mind, 
the  following  paragraphs  are  de¬ 
signed  to  assist  the  reporter  by 
pointing  out  the  proper  method 
for  compiling  and  submitting  re¬ 
ports  to  GSNA  for  publication. 

First  of  all,  the  club  reporter 
should  be  familiar  with  the  basic 
"Five  W’s"  of  journalism:  What, 
Where,  Who,  When  and  Why. 
A  report  with  even  one  of  the 
important  "W’s"  missing,  al¬ 
though  it  would  be  welcome, 
would  not  be  complete. 

How  do  the  "Five  W’s"  apply 
to  the  club  or  individual  collector 
making  a  report?  Let’s  break  the 
W’s  into  single  words  and  make 
a  brief  study  of  each. 

WHAT:  This  "W”  means  — 
what  is  the  event  being  reported? 
Complete  details  should  be  given 
in  the  body  of  the  story. 

WHERE:  This  "W"  means - 
where  did  the  event  being  re¬ 
ported  happen,  such  as  the  name 
of  the  building,  street  address, 
town  and  state? 

WHO:  This  "W”  means  — who 
were  the  participants?  The  com¬ 
plete  name  arid  home  town  of 
each  person  involved  should  be 
given.  The  last  name  is  not  suffi¬ 
cient.  A  name  listed  as  "R. 
Smith"  would  not  be  enough. 

WHEN:  This  "W”  means  — 
when  did  the  event  take  place, 
such  as  day,  month,  year  and 
hour? 


WHY:  The  final  "W"  means 
—  why  did  the  reported  event 
take  place?  For  example,  if  an 
officer  received  an  award  from 
his  fellow  club  members,  the  re¬ 
port  should  indicate  why  he  re¬ 
ceived  it.  Was  he  chairman  of  a 
show,  did  he  serve  beyond  the 
call  of  duty  during  some  special 
club  activity? 

We  like  to  have  this  informa¬ 
tion  because  we  know  our  read¬ 
ers  enjoy  stories  that  give  all 
the  essential  details.  These  same 
readers  would  be  surprised  at 
the  number  of  reports  turned  in, 
not  only  to  us,  but  to  other  pub¬ 
lications  as  well,  that  will  list 
one  or  two  of  the  "W’s"  and  fail 
to  even  hint  at  the  others.  Com¬ 
posing  a  story  for  publication  in 
this  case  is  extremely  difficult, 
and  sometimes  impossible. 

As  an  example,  I  have  on  my 
desk  a  report  that  "the  most  im¬ 
portant  thing"  at  a  recent  meet¬ 
ing  was  "acceptance  by  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  recommendations  of 
the  executive  board  in  relation  to 
junior  members.”  Now  this  was 
the  most  important  thing  at  the 
meeting,  but  it  was  also  the  en¬ 
tire  amount  of  information  sub¬ 
mitted  on  the  matter  for  publica¬ 
tion. 

Most  of  the  "what”  in  this  par¬ 
ticular  report  is  missing.  As  a 
reporter,  I  can  do  nothing  but 
skip  over  what  the  club  consid¬ 
ered  the  most  important  thing. 
Why?  Simply  because  the  infor¬ 
mation  would  have  no  meaning 
to  other  than  a  member  of  the 
club  making  the  report,  and  it 
does  not  explain  to  readers  just 
what  was  recommended  and  what 
was  approved. 

This  same  report  goes  on  to 
say  that  the  club’s  meeting  place 
has  been  changed.  The  meeting 
place  is  listed  and  the  date  is 
listed,  but  the  all  important  hour 
of  the  meeting  is  omitted.  In  this 
case,  the  "when"  was  not  com¬ 
pleted,  making  it  impossible  for 
an  accurate  rewrite  of  the  story. 

Secretaries  and  reporters,  or 
others  making  reports  for  publi¬ 
cation.  should  always  read  the 


report  over  before  mailing.  Read 
it  from  every  angle  and  ask  your¬ 
self,  "would  the  average  person 
who  was  not  present  when  the 
event  occurred  know  what  hap¬ 
pened  by  reading  the  report?" 

Clubs  and  individual  collectors 
like  to  read  about  the  happen¬ 
ings  of  other  collectors;  but  when 
they  are  left  hanging  in  the  air, 
trying  to  figure  out  just  what  oc¬ 
curred,  they  are  naturally  ready 
to  blame  the  rewrite  man  for 
leaving  out  the  information  they 
wanted  to  read. 

In  preparing  a  report  for  pub¬ 
lication,  the  reporter  should,  if 
at  all  possible,  use  a  typewriter. 
If  it  has  to  be  handwritten,  care 
should  be  taken  to  make  it  as 
neat  and  legible  as  possible. 
Make  the  "a"  look  like  an  "a" 
and  the  "o"  look  like  an  "o." 
Other  tough  letters  to  decipher 
are  the  "n"  and  "m"  or  the  "i” 
and  “e.”  Extreme  care  should  be 
used  when  handwriting  these 
letters,  especially  in  reporting  a 
person’s  name.  Copy  submitted 
should  be  double  spaced,  and 
long  paragraphs  should  be 
avoided. 

The  reporter  should  be 
acquainted  with  the  deadline  of 
the  publication  for  which  the 
report  is  intended. 

A  good  way  to  prepare  club 
reports  is  to  complete  them  as 
soon  as  possible  after  a  meeting, 
listing  everything  of  importance 
that  took  place,  listing  activities 
scheduled  for  the  next  meeting, 
and  then  get  the  report  in  the 
mail  immediately  so  that  the 
club  will  have  ample  advance 
publicity  for  the  next  meeting. 

Club  meetings  are  usually  held 
monthly;  and  if  the  report  is 
mailed  immediately  after  the 
meeting,  or  at  least  the  following 
day,  it  will  reach  us  usually  in 
time  for  the  next  issue. 

Remember  the  "Five  W’s’’  of 
journalism  —  where,  what,  who, 
when,  and  why. 

Also  remember  the  ABC’s  — 
accuracy,  brevity,  and  clarity.

GSM  Speakers  Bureau 

One  of  the  highlights  of  every  suc¬ 
cessful  club  meeting  is  the  educational 
program.  An  interesting  exhibit,  an  in¬ 
formative  speaker  and  a  question  and 
answer  period  can  often  provide  a  plea¬ 
sant  stimulus  to  the  membership. 

Here  are  a  few  suggestions  for  the 
Program  Chairman  to  help  in  the  hand¬ 
ling  of  the  details  of  speaker  arrange¬ 
ments. 

1.  Make  certain  that  your  speaker 
has  complete  and  accurate  infor¬ 
mation  as  to  date,  time  and  place, 
and  time  allowed  for  presentation. 

2.  Follow  up  original  request  with  a 
confirming  letter  and  the  club 
newsletter  announcing  the 
meeting.

3.  If  the  speaker  is  unfamiliar  with 
your  area,  provide  him  with  a 
good  map  and  directions  to  lo¬ 
cate  the  meeting  place. 

4.  Furnish  your  speaker  with  a  tele¬ 
phone  number  to  call  in  the  event 
of  any  question  or  emergency. 

5.  Try  to  obtain  information  about 
the  speaker  so  that  he  may  be 
properly  introduced  to  the  mem¬ 
bership. 

6.  If  the  speaker  is  a  stranger  to  the 
club,  be  sure  to  have  someone 
designated  to  greet  him  on  arrival 
and  make  him  feel  welcome. 

7.  After  the  speaker  has  contributed 
to  your  meeting,  a  follow-up  thank 
you  letter  and  a  certificate  com¬ 
memorating  the  event  are  nice 
gestures. 

If  your  Program  Chairman  has  utilized 
the  talents  of  most  of  the  locally  avail¬ 
able  speakers,  feel  free  to  contact 
GSNA's  Speakers  Bureau  should  you 
wish  to  listen  to  one  of  the  excellent 
speakers  on  our  Speakers  List.

electrum  with  striations  on  the 
reverse  and  punch  marks  on  the 
obverse.  Greek  coins  have  gone 
far  since  then.  We  viewed  a  slide 
showing  the  finest  Greek  coin, 
and  possibly  the  finest  coin,  ever 
produced — the  Sicilian  deka- 
drachm  by  the  artist  Kimon.  A 
great  many  more  coins  were 
shown  and  described.  We  want 
to  thank  Bob  for  presenting  us 
with  an  introduction  into  the  fas¬ 
cinating  world  of  Greek  numis¬ 
matics.  The  Greeks  minted  sev¬ 
eral  thousand  different  types  of 
coins  —  each  City  State  had  its 
own  mint. 

In  March  Dr.  Neil  Rosenstein 
gave  us  an  excellent  lecture  on 
our  Jewish  roots.  Using  the  fa¬ 
mous  Katzenellenbogen  family  as 
his  genetic  model,  he  gave  us  the 
impression  that  all  Jews  are  re¬ 
lated  to  each  other.  We  learned 
that  such  diverse  personalities  as 
Karl  Marx,  Martin  Buber  and 
Helena  Rubenstein  are  cousins. 
Dr.  Rosenstein’s  opinion  was  that 
this  was  not  so  unusual.  He  told 
us  that  in  the  sixteenth  century 
there  were  only  one  to  two  mil¬ 
lion  Jews.  That  small  number 
and  the  span  of  time  from  then 
to  now  makes  for  a  large  pro¬ 
portion  of  relatives.  We  should 
be  especially  grateful  to  Dr.  Ros¬ 
enstein  for  his  style  of  presenta¬ 
tion.  He  has  studied  his  own 
geneology  for  years  and  has  tra¬ 
velled  through  four  continents  in 
the  process.  He  knew  his  subject 
so  well  it  was  as  if  he  had  lived 
through  the  generations  he  spoke 
of.  Anyone  who  would  like  to 
learn  more  on  the  subject  of  Jew¬ 
ish  roots  can  read  Dr.  Rosen¬ 
stein’s  well-praised  book  “The 
Unbroken  Chain.”

Carl  also  showed  us  some  exam¬ 
ples  of  Buchenwald  Script.  This

Bob 
Schonwalter  had  a  recent  and 
long  sought  after  acquisition 
with  him.  A  coin  of  Alexander 
Jannaeus  struck  in  lead.  All  Jew¬ 
ish  coins  had  been  struck  in 
bronze  or  silver  except  this  one 
that  was  struck  in  lead  because 
of  a  shortage  of  bronze. 

The  piece  is  well  worn  due  to 
the  softness  of  the  metal.  Pinhas 
Friedenberg  showed  us  the  gift 
that  the  ladies  would  be  receiving 
on  this  year’s  AINA  Tour,  a 
beautifully  enameled  45mm  Jer¬ 
usalem  medal  on  a  chain.  Pinhas 
also  told  us  that  the  men  would 
be  receiving  an  enameled  AINA 
10th  Anniversary  medal  on  an 
olive  wood  stand.  Paul  Drucker 
displayed  a  replica  if  the  bronze 
placque  that  stands  at  Buchen¬ 
wald  as  a  memorial.
